He 
secures the money from the cantonal 
bank at 4 1-2 .per cent. He could 
probably do as well for himéelf if he 
went . private sources, but here is 
where the cantonal banks help him 
If he went to a private bank to 
borrow money at 4 1-2 po. cent for a 
stated number of years, he would be 
requirea to pay that Wank his interest 
each year and the full amoun. at the 
end of the term. 

With the cantonal bank ke is re 
quired to pay each year, in addition to 
hig 4 1-2 per cent., 1 per cent. as am- 
ortization. After the first payment he 
oves the bank $10,000 less 1 per cent. 
Naturally the second year he must pay 
interest, not on the $10,000, but on 
$9,000. However, his actual payment 
is still 5 1-2 per cent. of the $10,000. 


Each vear, however, a larger portion of 


this & 1-2 per cent..goes to liquidate 
the lean. In this way the farmer ul- 
timately pays back the entire loan 
without having been Dburdoned with 
one big payment in any year as he or- 
dinarily would have been. Only in 
very rare cases are the loans made 
by these mortgage banks on farm pro- 
perties foreclosed .

Birch and Bpech for Flooring 


Birch and beech, on account of 
thelr cheapness, are beconiing more 
and more popula>.as the supply of 
oak and maple decreases. This 
ttatement, taken from a bui.letin soon 
t. bo issued by the Forestry Braach, 
Departinont «2 the Interior, O:tawn, 
on the Wood-Using Industries of On- 
tario, is based on reports received 
from over twelve hundred firms. and 
{3 therefore worth. of consideration. 
The averago wholesale price per 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
in the above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twerty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollars 
and seventy eight cents respective- 
ly. The -,erage price for birch and 
beech flooring, on the othe~ hand, is 
nineteen dollars and seventy one 
crits and twenty one ¢ollars and sev- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a saving, especially 
when compared with oa: . 

gut these woods have other quall- 
tles to recommend them besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured !n Ontario 
is made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch not usually 
growing to a sufficient size for this 
purpose. Birch is a hard, strong. 
fine-grained, reddish-browa wood, 
which take. a high polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. It 
can be etained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher- 
ry or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interior decoration. 

Becch {is one of Ontario's cheapest 
hardwo.ds, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measure. It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
its qualites justify its separris use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that !t become: quite slippery in 
time. It 1s also used for furniture 


_to some extent. 


Of the birca and beech used !n On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety elght per cent of the lat- 
ter are home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods in Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as oak and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, it is cer- 
tain that the use of birch and beech 
especialiy for flooring will scon_be- 
come much :nore widespread.

During the election campuign of 
1911, Mr. T. W. Crothers, as » 
probable minister in any Conserv- 
ative governmont, repeatedly pro- 
mised the electors that if the Con- 
servative party came into power, 
hé-would see to it that those who 
lost money in the Farmers Bank 
should be reimbursed. He did 
not hide himeelf behind vague 
phrases such as “reasonable relief.” 
He declared openly that they 
should be reimbursed, and in this 
he was followed by nearly a score 
of the lesser lights throughout 
Ontario, wherever euch promises 
would win votes. 

These promises won election tor 
Mr Crothers and a number of 
other Conservatives. Naturally, 
when the Conservative government 
was formed, the victims of the 
Farmers Hank looked to be speed- 
ily “reimbursed”. 

Every opportunity was given 
Mr. Borden to announce himself. 
His first parliament was scarcely a 
week old before Hon. Mr. Murphy 
asked whether these promises 
scattered by Mr. Crothers and the 
reat, were to be implemented. Mr. 


‘Borden dodged the question. Hon. 


Mr. White flatly answered Hon. 
Mr. Lemieux thet no. such promises 
had been made by any member of 
Mr. Borden's government during 
the election campsign. 

On December 4, 1911, Hon. Mr. 
Murphy drew from Mr. Borden 
the direct statement — “No such 
promise was made by the Minister 
of Labour, and the government 
has no information as to promises 
made by other government. sup- 
porters.” 

Hon. Mr. Murphy retorted by 
quoting from a number of speeches 
in which Mr. Crothers had used 
almost the same words each time 
. .“Some people say that the 
depositors only should have their 
losses made good, but I hold that 
others are iu the same position as 
the depnsitora ...... We intend to 
see that every man who lost sball 
be recouped.” 

Mr. Borden dodged this ona 
technicality. On February 19, 
1912, Hon. Mr. Murphy finally 
cornered Mr. Borden, so that he 
had to reply, then Mr. Borden 
said: 

“Respecting the matter referred 
to, Mr. OCrothers on the occasion 
referred to, expressed his personal 
views only and did aot undertake 
to speak for the Conservative party 
or for its leader, or for the present 
administration which had not then 
been fo med.” 

The matter drifted along. An 
investigation into the bank failure 
was beld and systematic attempts 
were made by the Tories to isin 
uate that the whole trouble was 
caused by the Liberal Government 
improperly granting the Farmers 
Bank this charter.

‘Un the 
very last day of parliament, he 
made a careful announcement. 
With typical hypocrisy he avoided 
expressly blaming the late gqvern- 
ment, but so worded himself as to 
convey the impression that the 
loss was due to the action of the 
Liberal government in issuing the 
bank’s chhrter, and concluded, 
“Having regard to this consider- 
ation, the government consider 
that the depositors are entitled to 
a reasonable measure of relief, 
which will be provided by legisla- 
tion to be introduced next session.” 
Mr. Borden, however, was careful 
to add this must not be regarded 
as a precedent to any other suffer- 
ere from bank losses.’ 

That is to say, Mr. Borden at 
first refused to grant this extra- 
ordinary aid to people who had 
lost in an ordinary business ven- 
ture.

Either the granting of this money 
is right in priacjple, in which case 
Mr. Crothers' should have been 
supported by the Premier and the 
cabinet at the outset, and the suf- 
ferers re-imbursed long before this, 
or it is wrong, in principle, in 
which case yielding under compul- 
sion only ‘adds to the gravity of 
the Premier’s offence. If it can- 
not Le defended in principle, the 
Premier’s promise amounts to no- 
thing more than the use of public 
funds, by the public's chief trustee 
«s a means of obtaining votes. To

Dying Like Soldiers. 


The most unique troop of Boy 
Scouts in the world is found in a 
hospital for incurables near London, 
Eng. This troop consists of three 
patrols — ewls, lions, tigers — whose 
members are unable to stir from their 
cots. They are disabled by sickness. 

Some of them are slowly and pain- 
fully dying; but they are dying like 
soldiers, There is where the Bcout 
law makes men of them and fortifies 
their courage. Once a week a scout- 
master comes to the ‘‘camp,” and in- 
structs the lads in scoutcraft. Only 
such portions’ as can be used by boya 
who are bed-ridden ‘can be taught.

He 
is signalling to another Scout across 
the “camp.”’. ‘‘No; you are wrong,” 
says the other Scout. “It is this way,” 
and he will try to make the signal 
correctly as the scoutmaster bas in- 
stricted them. 
~ One boy whose condition is so bad 
that the other Scouts defer to him 
gallantly, ba& been allowed as as 
cial honor to have his cot placed be- 
neath the picture of Gen. Baden-Pow- 
ell, who founded the order. any ctf 
the lads are so infirm that they can- 
not put on the regulation Scout jer- 
seys and their only uniform is a scart 
about the neck or insignia sewed to 
their night shirt sleeves, 

The 17th Hampstead, as the patrol 
is known, is a notable troop of Scouts. 
It has the most pathetic mission of 
any troop in the world. 


Insured Agains! Suffragists. 


While much has been said of dam- 
age to property attributed to suffra- 
gettes, an enterprising insurance com-

civil commotions or suffragists or by 
aeroplanes, airships or other aerial 
eraft, or any one or more of the afore- 
said perils.”
